SCARE AT THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


A Small Blaze in the Drying-Room Causes 
| a Mild Panic. 
There was a small fire in the County Hos- 
pital early yesterday morning, and for a time 
it was thought that the long-feared blaze had 
come and would probably cost some of the 
patients their lives. 
The fire broke out in the drying-room of 
the laundry in the rear of the main buildings. 
When discovered the smoke had filled the

sleeping in the main building were rousrd. 
They hurr iedly dressed and rushed down-stairs. 
The recent investigations regarding the lack 
of fize-escapes had made an impression on the 
minds of the hospital employés and they lost 
no time in getting out of the building. 

The fire was confined to the drying-room 
and did but about $500 damage. The drying- 
racks were all burned and about twenty 
blankets were also consumed. The cause of 
the fire is unknown. There was but little heat 
in the drying-room, which is heated by steam. 
Everything in the room was ary as tinder and 
a fire had plenty of opportunity. 


FIRE IN THE CITY OF PARIS, 


The Stock of the Apartment Store Damaged 
$4,500 by the Flames and Water. 

A fire resulting in an estimated loss of $4,500 
broke Out in the basement of the City of 
Paris apartment store, No. 148 State street, 
early last evening. The cause of the fire is 
not known. The damage to the building will 
be about $2,000 and to the stock $2,500 by fire 
and water. 

The building is owned by Mme. Rosalie 
Cavana of Paris, and is leased to B. Israel by 
R. C. Rounsaviile, the agent. The fire broke 
out ini the rear of the basement, which was 
stocked with hosiery, shoes, and notions. It 
burned through the first floor before it could 
be quenched. But little damage was done on 
the first floor aside from that caused by 
smoke, though the stock in the basement was 
ruined. There was a slight damage by smoke 
to the goods on the upper floor. 


BIG FAILURE AT COUNCIL BLUFFS. 


The Dry-Goods Firm of Eiseman & Co. 
Forced to Make an Assignment, 
_ Councr Brurrs, Ia., Dec. 25.—[Special. ]— 
The failure of Henry Eisemen & Co., one of 
the largest retail dry-goods firms west of Chi- 
cago, was announced today. The liabilities 
willaggregate about $260,000, while the assets 
are estimated at $350,000. The firm made an 
assignment to S. P. MacConnell, Manager of 
the Chicago Lumber company, late Wednes- 
night and the assignee took possession this 
morning. The attorney for the firm said the 
failure was due to the stringent condition of 
the money market and dull trade. There 
have been three dull seasons in succession, 
three successive winters when there was little 
or nodemand for the heavy and expensive 
winter goods the firm has been compelled to 
carry. The conditions have been such that 
they have been unable to get the trade and do 
the busiuess necessary for the large stock they 
were absolutely compelled to carry in order 
to meet the demands of their customers. Be- 
lieving that two bad seasons would not likely 
be followed by a third they purchased an unu- 
sually large stock for the present season’s 
trade, and it has been the worst year of all, 
with the added disadvantage of a stringency 
in the money market. It wili not be known 
for a few days what the exact condition is, but 
the present indications are that the firm will 
be able to pay every dollar of its obligations. 
Besides the beautiful commercial palace in 
this city filled from basement to garret with 
its splendid stock of goods, which is rated by 
the commercial agencies at nearly a quarter 
of a million dollars, the firm own and operate 
extensive stocks of goods in Omaha and 
Missouri Valley. Their store in Missouri 
Valley is the leading-one in the place, and the 
stock will invoice about $35,000, and the 
Omaha branch, known asthe Parisian Cloak 
company, contains a stock of about $30,000. 
The assignment covers all the stock and 
fixtures in these, and as quickly as deputy 
sheriffs could reach the places this morning 
they were put in charge of the goods. 
Simon Eiseman, senior member of the firm, 
said to Tun Trrsune correspondent: Every 
claim against us will be met just as far as it 
is in our power to do so. 0 ha ve assigned to 
a good, straight, clean business-man every- 
thing we have, and it will be used for the bene- 
fit of our creditors. What more than that can 
an honest man do?”

JOHN HAYES’ BRACELETS. 


HE MEANT THEY SHOULD BE GOLD, 
BUT THEY TURNED OUT STEEL. 


Daring Scheme to Rob the Jewelry Store of 
B. V. Norris, Alister & Co.—The Electric 
Lights Are Put Out and a Policeman’s 
Hand Descends Upon the Thief’s Shoul- 
der Just in the Nick of Time—Hayes 
“Behind the Bars, 3 

A smooth young man who visited B. F. Nor- 

ris, Alister & Co.’s jewelry house, No. 113 

State street, on Christmas Eve professing a de- 

sire to purchase a pair of bracelets secured a 

pair of a description that he did not bargain 

for. He wanted a couple of gold wrist orna- 
ments set with diamonds, but the kind he 
wore away from the store were of steel and 
extremely durable. They were the property 
of & big policeman from the Central detail, 
who valued them so highly that he held on to 

a chain joining the ornaments together, even 

after he had locked them on the smooth 

young man’s Wrists. The policeman then led 
the young man to the Harrison Street Police 

Station, where he gave the name of John 

Hayes, which is supposed to be an alias. 

Hayes, Aided by an accomplice, had at- 


tempted a clever and quite a novel scheme to 


make a haul of jewelry. The store-room of 
B. F. Norris, Alister & Co. is on the second 
floor and is illuminated by electric lights, un- 
der which golden ornaments and precious 
stones glitter in tempting array. A broken 
wire or any other defect in the lines 
might easily serve to the 
whole illuminating system of the 
the store. Hayes, as he calls himself, had 
just slipped into his pocket a diamond brace- 
let which he had been exainining when he was 
detected by the policeman assigned to duty at 
the store during the holiday rush. Just at the 
moment when the heavy hand of the law’s 
representative was laid on Hayes’ shoulder all 
the electric lights in the store went out. They 
had been twinkling uncertainly for a minute 
before, and it was evident that there was 
something wrong with the wires. The theory 
of the police and the employés on duty in the 
store is that Hayes had an accomplice 
who had designed ways and means by which 
the store-room might be suddenly thrown 
into darkness, and that the failure of the two 
men to play out their well-laid plans success- 


who attempted to turn trick while there 
was yet a red glow on the slender filaments 
in the little glass bulbs, furnishmg just 
enough light to guide the vigilant eye of the 
policeman, who was suspicidts of Hayes for 
several reasons. 

Hayes Was a Frequent Caller. 

The young man had paid previous visits to the 
store, and after making prolonged examinations 
of goods had departed without investing in 
any of the costly goods he seemed to admire 
so much. He spent most of his time during 
his visits around the diamond cases. Tuesday 
evening he called there and examined several 
articles set with rich diamonds... He 
bought nothing. Wednesday evening short- 
ly after 6 o’clock he entered the 
store again, and, advancing to a diamond 
case, asked Miss Ware, a saleswoman, to 
show him. some diamond 
spected critically for 
lose their brilliancy. The policeman had 
noticed Hayes and was watching him. In one 
hand he held a silken handkerchief with one 
of the bracelets resting within the folds, . The 
lights went out, and the handkerchief, brace- 
let and all, went into Hayes’ pocket. 

** Guess you’ve got something that don’t be- 
long to you, said a voice in the dark as a 
strong hand grasped Hayes by the throat. A 
pair of steel bracelets or handcuffs were deftly 
slipped on Hayes’ wrists, and he was a pris- 
oner in the- dark. 3 

The sudden extinguishing of the lights caused 
asensation in the store. Honest shoppers 
knew not what to make of the sudden dark- 
ness, but the experienced jewelry men, always 
suspicious and ever alert, immediately figured 
out that the strange action of the lights was 
caused by the manipulations of robbers with 
a new game to play. They instantly took pre- 
cautions. Cases were closed in a hurry, 
and several clerks rushed to the door and 
stood guard until other lights were 
secured. The policeman strode out 
of. the store with his captive 
and the uneasiness of the legitimate custom- 
ers died away. The jewelry men were, how- 
ever, anxious until hurried inspection showed 
that save the diamond-studded bracelet all 
valuable goods were in the proper places. 

Half an hour later the policeman returned 
bearing a heavy 14-carat gold watch chain, 
which was found in the prisoner’s possession 
along with the bracelet, The chajn had evi- 
dently been taken from some other store, 


as no one in the Norris establish- 
ment was able to identify it. The 
bracelet .-was held by the police 


to be used as evidence against Hayes, whose 
‘case will probably come up today. In the 
meantime detective, are trying to, locate the 
owner ofthe chain. ‘ 

Just how the lights were extinguished at the 
very time Hayes was attempting to make 
away with the bracelet is a mystery no one 
has yet been able to explain. Experts from 
the electric light company were summoned, 
and after an hour’s work succeedéd in right- 
ing matters and getting the lights in working 
order. They thought the wires had been 
tampered with, but in their hurried examina- 
tion could not ascertain the manner in which 
the mischief had been done. The police are 
of the opinion that Hayes and an accomplice 
had visited the store and bysome plan of their 
own devised a method by which they could 
shut off all lights and perpetrate a wholesale 
robbery in safety. Hayes on his visits to the 
store was not noticed to have a companion, 
but the men may have been working alone. 
Acting on this theory they are looking up 
Hayes’ record in the hope of being able to 
learn the identity of his confederate,

THEY WANT A BANKRUPT LAW. 


Resolutions from the Portland, Ore., 
Chamber of Commerce. 
™Wasnineton, D. C., Dec. 25.—Senator 
Mitchell presented to the Senate today a me- 
morial from the Chamber of Commerce ot 
Portland, Ore., which entbodies,a concise and 
comprehensive atement why Congress 
should act, and six crisp resolutions cov- 
ering the ground how it should act with 
regard to bankruptey legisiation. The me- 
morial recites that the attempts of the States 
to enact bankrupt laws have proved failures 
both because Congress alone hag power to 
enact such laws and because of the practical 
impossibility ta secure uniformity of action 
by the States en the attempts of the several 
States constitute a vehement protest against 
further delay by — in enactmg 
a bankrupt law; t citizens who 
reside at long distances from the centers of 
trade are entitled to have a law enacted which 
will make credits more secure and enable 
them to purchase goods at all trade centers at 
the lowest possible prices; in the newly- 
settled States, the hazards of business are 
greater than in the older States, the o u- 
nities for securing employment in subordinate 
positions are fewer, and it is, therefore, of the 
utmost importance that mén who have honest.

QUEER COUNTERFEIT MONEY, 


Five Dollar Coiné Which Have Deceived 
Skilled Expertse—Taken at the Mint. 

Philadelphia Inquirer: The most danger- 
ous counterfeit ever knowa in the history of 
the coinage of this Government has been 
found by the authorities of the mint in this 
city. It is a five dollar gold piece designed 
and executed with such remarkable skill that 
few of the experts can distinguish the spurioys 
coins from the genuine, 

In general appearance, color, weight, and 
design the counterfeit is perfect. It is an ex- 
act fac-simile of the true coin except in size. 
It is slightly larger in diameter, but the dis- 
crepancy is so stnall that only careful meas- 
urement with a special instrument in the 
hands of a skillful man will reveal the differ 
ence, and even an assay has been found neces- 
— to establish definitely its spurious char- 

r. 

So deceptive and neatly perfect are the 
counterfeits that the mint officials adopted a 
rather remarkable means for their retirement 
from circulation. It is to purchase the bogus 
pieces, paying the full face value in good 
coin. henever one has been presented it 
has been accepted without comment or ques- 
tion and then quietly destroyed or put away 
in the cabinet as a curiosity. Only a few 
have been discovered in the mint, even 
conjecture cannot approximate the fiumber 
that are flouting through the banks and the 
subtreasuries.

Every tribe had, and still has, many medi- 
eine men, some of whom are chiefs, all of 
whom are very important personages. Nearly 
all that the writer ever saw have been old men 
or men past the middle age, but that is a mere 
accident, for a man may be made a medicine 
man while he is young. No one can visit any 
Indians at any festival time or time of general 
excitement from any cause without seeing the 
medicine men figuring very conspicuously in 
whatever is going oa. Sometimes they are 
merely beating drums, or perhaps they are 
only crvoning, while a dance or feast is in 
progress. At other times they appear in the 
most grotesque costumes, painted all. over, 
hung with feathers and tails and claws, and 
carrying some wand or staff, gorgeous with 
color, and smothered with Indian finery.

At last the master of the Corstorphine 
House, who aided me in my researches, pro- 
posed I should seek for information from 
a public functionary who bears the official 
title ot Procurator Fiscal, whose duties, I 
think, resemble those of a public prosecuting 
attorney in New York.

In all there 
were but 1,142 persons apprehended for crime 
in Edinburg during the twel:re months, and a 
proportion of these were not tubjected or were 
not liable to any punishment in court. 

All these facts seemed to nse remarkable. 

It was interesting to observe the character 
of the penalties inflicted nthe different 
classes of petty culprits by the various courts 
of Edinburg. I have before me the statistic- 
al record of the Burgh Court, the Sheriff 
Summary Court, the Sheriff amd Jury Court, 
andthe High Court. Here, for example, is 
the Sheriff High Court, in which 237 males 
and 87 females were tried durmg the year. Of 
these cases, twenty were ‘* admonished,”’ forty- 
three were put under caution,” seventy-four 
were fined, others were fi ned and cautioned,” 
others were sent to the Industrial School or 
the Reformatory, and ‘the remainder were 
sentenced to brief teruis of imprisonment

The savages havé heard the med- 
icine man’s voice and then have heard the 
voice of some other person replying to him in 
a jargon they could not unravel. In 
tribes the medicine men have merely reported 
having held such conversations precisely as the 
Israelitish leaders did. It is not for us to say 
that the grounds for such reports of the words 
of the Almighty were as slight in one case as 
the other, but it is true that the Indians have 
believed that their priests have really believed 
such conversations took place.

THE LOSS OF NATURAL GAS. 


It Is a Serious One to Pittsburg Iron In- 
terests. 
. Prrrssure, Pa., Dec. 22.—Pittsburg iron 
manufacturers are devoting much attention 
just now to the subject of fuel for their fur- 
naces and boilers. For almost a decade past 
natural gas has supplanted coal hereabout as 
a fuel for all classes of manufacture. Recent- 
ly, however, there has been such a marked de-- 
crease in the supply of natural gas that there 
— been an enforced resort to coal or other 
el. 

Several tests have been made with cheap 
manufactured gas as a fuel, but none of these 
has demonstrated beyond doubt its utility, 
either as to resuits or from an economic stand- 
point, There is one substitute being used in 
place of gas or coal that seems to promise 
well. That is Lima oil, which is crude petro- 
leum from the fields of Ohio. This has been 
used for some weeks as a fuel at the extensive 
mills of the Oliver Iron and Steel company, 
Park Bros. & Co., the Linden Steel company, 
and Painter & Sons, and the statement is made 
that in every instance the experiments have 
been successful. One of these firms is said to 
have been so pleased that it expressed its will- 
ingness to contract for 100,000 barrels of the 
oil a year, 

The oil is * 1 by the Standard company 
in tank cars. It is fed into furnaces or flre- 
boxes in a steady spray and makes à tremen- 
dous heat, with comparatively little smoke. It 
is claimed for the oil that it improves the 
quality of iron or steel, a claim which has been 
made for natural gas, but not established be- 
ond question. As to cost, the experiments 
ave not been ied to a point where 
can be stated to a certainty, but it is ex- 
. tc be lower tune the cost of coal and 
igher than that of natural gas. Tests now 
being made are likely in a few months to 
demonstrate conclusively whether or not a 
general return to coal must be made.

Ballot Reformers Drafting a Suitable Bill—

ovember last f. Zona of 
the Palermo Observatory in Italy discovered 
a comet in the Constellation Auriga, It was 
moving rapidly to the west and north. The 
following 7 * (Nov. 16), while observing the 
position of this comet with the great twenty- 
seven-inch telescope at Vienna, Dr. Spitaler 
discovered anotber and fainter comet in the 
field of view with it; the motion was in the 
same direction as that of Zona’s. Upon the 
announcement of the discovery of the two 
new comets so close to each other astronomers 
naturally concluded that they were paris of 
the same comet, and therefore were traveling 
space together. It was, however, soon 
seen there was no relationship whatever 
between the two, for Zona’s comet rapidly left 
the other far behind, passing eight hours after 
Spitaler’s discovery within six minutes of arc 
(one-fifth the apparent diameter of the moon) 
of the Vienna comet, so that the two must 
have appeared in the telescope as a double 
comet. By the night of the 17th, when Zona’s 
comet — 5 first be observed in America, they 
were some two degrees apart, and therefore 
the fainter one would have discovery. 
They are now (Dec. 10) two hours apart in 
i ascension and differ 4° in declination, 
and while one is moving southward the other 
is keeping up its northerly motion. 

Any one familiar with the discovery of 
comets and the comparative scarcity of 
same, and who can appreciate the vast expanse 
of the heavens, in which the average comet is 
the merest speck, will ize in this dis- 
covery of two new comets within a few min- 
utes of each other and in no way physically 

as one of the most remarkable co- 
incidences ever known. There is no record of 
any two comets, not physically related, ever 
having been seen within a d of each 
other, and there are many millions of chances 
the discovery of two such comets so 
together as were Zona’s and Spitaler’s, 

and we may safely say that it will never hap- 


These two comets are being regularly ob- 
served at the Lick Observatory. Neither is
